D unkirk, N. Y., May 14—T he dam ­ 
ag e to the grape crop by fro st in this 
county w ill aggregate $200,000. 
Galesburg, 111., May 14— I t w as calm 
last. night, b ut th e freeze w as a hard 
one. 
Ice a q u a rte r of an inch thick 
w as form ed, and corn and gardens 
w ere nipped. 
Chicago, M ay 14.—The present cold 
snap is one of the m ost general ever ex­ 
perienced at th is 'tim e of year, extend­ 
ing as it does from N ebraska to the A t­ 
lantic coast. The aggregate dam age to 
crops and fru it will be enorm ous. The 
grape-grow ing 
section 
of New York 
s ta te w as one of the heaviest sufferers, 
the injury to th a t interest alone being 
estim ated by one of the largest grow ers 
a t $2,000,000. 
The dam age in Illinois doesn’t seem 
to have been very severe yet. Some in­ 
ju ry has been inflicted around H arvard, 
Princeton. 
Lacon, 
Anna, 
M endota, 
R ockford and Belleville. 
Snow fell in W isconsin a t Depere, 
M anitowoc, M adison, Chippew a Falls, 
Oshkosh, Appleton, "Wausau, P alm yra 
and o ther places. 
M arinette, Bayfield 
and L a Crosse report killing frosts and 
m uch dam age inflicted, 
M ichigan practically is under snow, 
nearly every dispatch recived reporting 
a m ore or less severe fall. 
Crops and 
fru it w ere considerably 
dam aged 
in 
m any places. 
At T raverse City rail­ 
road travel w as blocked by trees blown 
across the track s by the wind. 
The 
peach belt suffered little if any. 
In d ian a got a touch of 
the 
snow ­ 
storm . several places 
reporting light 
flurries. 
A round Muncie and V alpa­ 
raiso m uch fru it and garden stuff w as 
killed. 
Much apprehension w as felt a t 
th e prospects of frost which prevailed. 
From Iow a comes a story of dam age 
to fru it about Boone which am ounts to 
total destruction. P otatoes and grapes 
were destroyed in 
Greene. Calhoun, 
C arroll and G uthrie counties. 
M any 
other places send sim ilar reports. 
In Ohio, throughout the central por­ 
tion. vegetables w'ere killed and fru its 
m et a likA fate in the northern p a rt of 
the state. D am age to w heat and corn 
is not believed to have been great. 
Corn, fru it and garden vegetation sus­ 
tained considerable dam age in M inne­ 
sota. bu t the m ain crops were not a f­ 
fected except in a few instances. 
G arden stuff and fru it in the northern 
tier of counties in M issouri were nipped, 
b u t the dam age in o ther p a rts of the 
sta te w as inconsiderable. 
Though the storm on the lake w as 
p articu larly severe few' d isasters are re­ 
ported, and no loss of life is know n, u n ­ 
less a rum or th a t a vessel w as seen to 
capsize and sink five m iles north of R a­ 
cine proves true. The schooner J. B. 
K itchen Is ashore on M iddle Island, 
n ear Ape na. Mich.; the Q uickstep is on 
th e beach near Sheboygan, W is., and 
fears are lelt for the safety of the M il­ 
lard a t Alpena. 
A vessel thought to 
be the R eindeer is ashore near Black 
R i\ -er. Mich.; an unknow n schooner is 
a t anchor, dism asted, off South Mil­ 
w aukee, and a dispatch from Sheboy­ 
g an says a large steam er has been seen 
ap p aren tly disabled off Centerville.

A lively discussion will surely take 
place in the encam pm ent over the Con­ 
federate m onum ent craze.

Chinese loan w ill not exceed tw enty 
m illion pounds or $100,000,000. 
Y okoham a, M ay 14.—The decree of the 
M ikado dated M ay IO calls upon his 
Japanese subjects to discuss national 
affairs calm ly. 
The text of the treaty 
of peace h as also been published, to­ 
g ether w ith the supplem entary con­ 
vention dealing w ith the tem porary oc­ 
cupation of We! H at Wei. 
Tokio, May 14.—An im perial decree, 
dated May IO, announced th a t in con­ 
form ity w ith the friendly advice of R us­ 
sia, G erm any, and F rance, and in order 
to secure a lasting peace, the M ikado 
has recom m ended the Japanese govern­ 
m ent to conclude a special agreem ent 
w ith China providing for the restoration 
of the Liao Tung Peninsula. 
London, May 14.—The Tim es publish­ 
es a dispatch from Kobe saying the fact 
of the Japanese governm ent yielding to 
the representations of R ussia, F rance, 
and G erm any in regard to the Liao 
Tung Peninsula and agreeing to restore 
th a t territory to China has g reatly ex­ 
cited and intensely 
disappointed the 
Japanese nation. 
It is added the sus­ 
pension of new spapers continues and 
th a t the Japanese m inisters and the for­ 
eign legations are strictly guarded. 
St. P etersburg, May 14.—The Chinese 
legation here has been inform ed the 
convention for fixing the indem nity to 
Jap an for 
her relinquishm ent of the 
Liao Tung Peninsula 
will be shortly 
signed a t the Tokio.

capital will convince the most skep­ 
tical that it is true. 
Three hundred 
and sixty-nine million dollars piled up 
like canned fruit in the 
treasury 
vaults, that no one has any use for; 
congressmen don't want it; the people 
don’t want it: 
in fact nobody wants 
it. 
If the government had to dispose 
of it today, it is worth slmp'y the 
price of bullion; no more and no less; 
To be sure it is collateral for $309,- 
000,000 worth of silver-bearing notes, 
that purport to be worth their face 
value, but are actually worth the 
value of the collateral.

A b it is, gold has been 
withdrawn from circulation almost en­ 
tirely during the past six months. 
Pass the free coinage act and gold 
would be at a premium in less than 
twenty four hours.

The gold bugs single standard men, 
or any other cause, that they exsist as 
stubborn 
facts 
is 
evident 
to 
the most disinterested observer. 
Law 
cannot change them any more than it 
can compel men to take their pay in 
silver coin, and carry it around in a 
grip sack. 
When England or any 
other foreign country invests in our 
securities, she has a perfect right to 
dictate the kind of money behind 
them, 
lf we were dealing wi»h Mex­ 
ico today, we would decline to take 
our pay in Mexican silver dollars, not 
because they do not contain more sil­ 
ver than the American dollar, but be­ 
cause they are only worth 45 cents in 
the American m arket. For the same 
sensible reason 
England refuses to 
take our American silver dollars. 
A silver treasury note is the promise 
of the government to pay the face of 
it in silver, it passes for face value in 
this country by toleration. 
If the 
government redeems it in gold, it 
pays a premium, 
th at 
should be 
charged to profit and loss, of the dif­ 
ference between the price cf silver 
and gold bullion. 
In other words, 
(the 369 million dollars of silver notes 
outstanding today are 
worth fifty 
cents on a dollar, paid in anything 
but silver coin, which no one wants. 
The nation cannot afford to issue an 
unlimited amount of this kind of 
paper.

down to 28 degrees during the night. 
The warm weather pi evading the first 
week of May, sent all kinds of vegeta­ 
tion along rapidly, 
so that small 
fruits, berries, and general “ garden 
truck" were showing a rapid growth 
when 
the

temperarure 
struck 
this 
section 
of 
the 
country. In the city great damage has 
resulted from the freeze. 
Ice formed 
at least an eighth of an inch thick in 
many parts of the city. 
Grapes, just 
in the fruiting stage, suffered most, 
and it is claimed th at many were to­ 
tally destroyed. All tender gegetables, 
not protected, were frozen down to 
the ground, including all garder. veg­ 
etables, corn and potatoes.
